We have lost numbers 
of valued people, boys, parents, and staff to emigration and we have definitely felt the consequences of 
their departure. 


The continuing turnover of staff has had an unsettling effect and has taxed to the full the determination 
and good sense of those remaining.

Those who aspire to this quality of education should 
remember that it consists as much of giving as of getting, of active support and participation as of being 
helped and taught. Those who attend only as and when required, get the shadow rather than the sub- 
stance of education. Regrettably we now seem to have an unfortunately high ratio of takers to givers and 
it is my earnest hope that all who benefit from the school’s facilities, so generously provided and freely 
offered, will take their turn at providing for others. Those who have taken a full part in the life and work 
of this school in its times of trial can be proud that they have fought the good fight and set an example 
worth following.

This year we had three teams in the ‘Computer Game’ 
as it is known. To those unfamiliar with the game, let 
me explain.

allan wilson’s 1982 national theatre organisation’s 
school’s festival entry: 
on monday next by Philip King 


Producer/director Barry Park decided that he needed a 
break from the heavy drama on which he had been 
feeding the school; particularly after last year’s nerve- 
wracking “Lord of the Flies” and chose Philip King’s 
hilarious play “On Monday Next” —an amusing, if 
somewhat startling revelation of the sort of things that 
happen before the “curtain goes up” on opening night 
at a repertory theatre. 


The play is one of the most successful British comedies 
of the last forty years. First produced in April 1949 it 
has continued to enjoy unparalleled popularity among 
professional and amateur companies ever since. 


Before the curtain went up on our opening night, there 
were nine unforgettable weeks of strenuous rehearsal 
and preparation. The case was dedicated and hard- 
working and under fan Watson’s capable stage- 
management, the back-stage crew pulled out all the 
stops to paint and decorate the set in time. Mrs Robyn 
Horsfall and Mrs Margie Tilley ransacked everyone’s 
wardrobes to find suitable costumes and Mr Dick 
Clarke begged and borrowed furniture and properties 
from all over the city. Lights were borrowed from Mr 
Roger Cavill and once again, we struggled not to 
electrocute too many of the lighting technicians as we 
rigged up the lamps to our antiquated dimmer-board. 
Peter Schwerzel diced with death performing stunts 
that would have left spiderman gasping, as he 
clambered about the grid high above the stage, rigging 
pulleys and replacing bulbs that on-one had dared to 
replace since the hall had been bullt! 


The school lorry panted and puffed between the light 
industrial sites and the school carrying seating pallets 


that were used to raise the auditorium so that even 
those sitting in the back rows had an unrestricted view 
of the stage. The art room disappeared under 
thousands of colourful posters as our massive publicity 
campaign got under way, and Mr Spencer designed a 
programme that would have made Drossmouth 
Repertory Theatre green with envy. The streets of the 
city were soon littered with leaflets and posters 
advertising the production and the local newspapers 
and magazines contained an extensive coverage of the 
play. No-one could have said they didn’t know what 
we were up to! 


When the curtain did eventually go up, audiences 
were treated to a very entertaining show. They roared 
with laughter at Harry Blacker, the producer of the 
play-within-the-play, as he directed his strong-willed 
company in a dreadful play that had been written by 
an author who insisted on being present at the 
rehearsal! They watched the ‘young actress’ fluffing her 
lines and preening herself as the leading-lady 
quarrelled with her leading-man and husband. Simul- 
taneoulsy, the effeminate young actor tried to console 
a tearful actress who realized that she would never 
make the grade, while the stage carpenter 


alternatively hammered away back-stage, or 
reminiced about the ‘old days’ with the ‘mother-hen’ 
of the company. Eventually, all riot was let lose when 
the stage-manager tried to put the cast through their 


ay 


walla wilson 
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paces after the producer had nearly killed himself by 
falling into the orchestra well! 


Although the adjudicator’s report was not as favour- 
able as the ones we had been used to, Shaun Durkin 
and Mary-Anne Coleman were nominated for Best 
Actor and Best Supporting Actress in their respective 
roles. 


The adjudicator, Mr Dennis Granger, felt that while the 
direction was generally competent, there tended to 
be some masking upstage and that the acting on two 
levels was not always maintained. He criticised the 
players for speaking out to the audience a little too 
much, but commented that the grouping was very 
good; particularly in the static scenes; the presentation 
was Pleasing, the pace was satisfactory, and the effect 
of pauses nicely timed. He found the acting of some 
members of the cast was stronger than that of others, 
yet said that the co-operation of the cast was good 
throughout and that the build up and climaxing was 
generally satisfactory. 


Of Shaun Durkin’s performance he wrote: “from time 
to time in these festivals, we have the pleasure of 
seeing a young actor or actress who has tremendous 
potential in the theatre. | had that privilege in this play. 
While the part of the producer is an extremely difficult 
one requiring constant changes of mood, pitch and 
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graphic illustration (reduced) by |. madzinga 


tempo, a strong stage-personality that dominates 
effortlessly, and considerable technique. It is a worth- 
while part in the hands of a player who takes the time 
to study and analyse the part, study the facets carefully 
and then absorb them into himself. This Shaun Durkin 
obviously did, from the moment he entered into his 
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first friendly chat with the audience, the rapprochment 
was established as he went on to give, by amateur 
standards, an outstanding performance. His facial 
expressions, moves, sense of timing and use of his 
voice register were all very good indeed. He ‘lived his 
part’ and his performance was almost without 


blemish.” Praise indeed for a young actor.

inter house plays 

What an incredibly high standard was achieved this 
year, and what exciting plays were chosen! This year’s 
competition was not one to be forgotten. The stan- 
dard was so high that it will be a real challange to 
better it next year. 


Interest was kindled in the contest early in the year and 
many plays were read and discarded before the play 
selection was finalised. It was gratifying to notice that 
the producers took heed of the comments made by 
last year’s adjudicator; most of the plays chosen gave 
considerable scope for imagination and characteri- 
sation. They were well-written, with demanding roles, 
which gave actors in leading roles the chance to 
compete for the ‘Best Actor’ trophy. As had been 
suggested last year, sets were simplified as much as 
possible and more time and attention was devoted to 
the actual performances. Most producers made 
imaginative use of lighting and sound effects, with 
exciting results. 


The winning play was Newton’s production of Edward 
Albie’s study of schizophrenia “Zoo Story”. The play 
has been described as a ‘clinically accurate study...an 
image of man’s loneliness and inability to make 
contact. On a ritual and symbolic level it is an act of 
ritual self-immolation that has curious parallels with 
‘Christ's attonement*. It was an ideal choice for a 
drama competition as it gave the two actors in the cast 
a chance to portray a vast range of human emotions. It 
was staged very simply —two park benches against a 
beautiful cyclorama, and Chip Evans and Kirk Langley 
gave astonishingly mature performances which won 
Chip the ‘Best Actor’ trophy and Kirk a nomination for 
the award. The play was subsequently performed at 
Repteens, Queen Elizabeth and Arundel School. 


Second place went to Shangani with their highly 
iMaginitive production of an extract from Peter 
Schaffer’s “Equus”, the psychiatric examination of a 
mentally disturbed boy who has blinded six horses. 
David Rogers performed superbly as the child- 
psychologist with his own personal problems and 
Ricky Doran gave a convincing and moving perfor- 
mance as the boy who was being forced to re-live the 
most disturbing moments of his life. They were 
strongly supported by Michael Craft, Cary Booth, Alex 
Pavlou, David Lockwood and Anthony Falla in a pro- 
duction that made effective use of imaginative lighting 
and sound effects. The adjudicator considered it to be 
the best technical production. 


Burnham and Scott houses tied for third place. Craig 
Stirling and Patrick Green performed very naturally in 
the lead roles in’ Butley’, the play by Simon Gray about 
the aging university lecturer who responds to the 
breakdown of his marriage and of his intense relation- 
ship with his former star pupil and colleague, with a 
blistering torrent of repartee and rhetoric. Steven 
Harrison, Peter Steyn and Robert Munetsi were con- 
vincing in minor roles. Shaun Durkin stole the stage 
with his performance as Tony Hancock in “The Blood 
Donor”. His was a marvellously good performance and 
Alan Schreiber, Nicholas Rust, Steven Taylor, 
Christopher Rust and Michael Baldachin supported 
him well in a play that had the audience rolling in the 
aisles. 
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Fifth place went to Browning with their production of 
an extract from Kenneth Woolard’s “Morning 
Depature”, the story of three crew-members trapped

in a sunken submarine. Although James Martin, Glen 
Fulton; Eric White, Craig Hart and Alan Griffin worked 
hard and performed sincerely, they failed to achieve 
the necessary tension and excitement in this final tragic 
act of the play, because the play lacked pace and the 
actors did not project their voices sufficiently. 


Wellington’s production of David Crampton’s bizarre 
play “Momento Mori” was an ideal choice for the 
competition, but Alan Brough and Kevin Butler failed 
to put across the subtle sub-text of the macabre script 
and were placed sixth. The adjudicator felt that the 
play needed sensitive direction. 


There is considerable interest in drama at the school at 
the moment as testified by the high standards of pro- 
duction. It is our hope that future productions will gain 
considerably more support from pupils, parents and 
friends, and that soon we will be able to invest in some 
modern sound and lighting equipment to replace the 
dangerous antiquated equipment that we have to 
work with at the moment. We also hope to start con- 
sidering building storage and dressing room facilities 
which are non-existent at the moment.
